Synopsis of Canadian North- 
, west Land Regulations. 


The sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, S'ask- 
‘atchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person at the Dom- 
inion Lands Agency or Sub-Agency 
for the District. Entry 'by proxy, 
may be made at any Dominion Lands 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
house is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may pre-empt a 


quarter-section along-side his home _ 


stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres extra 
cultivation. Pre-emption patent may, 
be obtained as soon as homestead 
patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take ga pur- 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3.00 per acre. Duties—Must 
reside six months in each of three 
years, cultivate 50 acres and erect a 
house worth $300. 

The area of cultivation is subject 
to reduction in case of rough, scrub- 
by or stony land. Live stock may 
be substituted for cultivation under 
certain conditions.

LONDON, March 3.—With ‘the Allied fleet again bombarding 


the Dardanelles, and the Russians pushing‘ their, offensive in:the| 
, Caucasus, the: near east’ is again coming. into the limélight.. 


The 
Russians have scored a distinct success by the capture of the Turk- 


ish port of. Khopa, on the Black Sea, from which the Turkish army 


in the Caucasus drew part of its supplies. 

An official report says that besides‘the ships which entered the 
Dardanelles and are bombarding the interior forts, some are throw- 
ing shells overland from the Gulf of Saros, so that the Turkish 
garrisons will be subjected to fire from two sides. The Turks are 
concentrating strong forces for the defence of Constantinople, and 
the Balkan states are watching the operations with intense interest. 
The success or failure of the allies’ attempt to open the straits-means 
much to the Balkan nations. 

. LONDON, March 3,—(1.15 p.m. )—A despatch to Router’ s from 
Athens says; ‘The allies” fleet today bombarded and reduced to 
silence the forts of Dardanus, Hamidieh and‘Tchmerelik on the 
Asiatic side of the inside Dardanelles. The telegraph station at 


‘Bezikia also was demolished. 


The bombardment was carried out by nine ships which advanced, 
two miles up the straits.’’ 


Mist Obstructs Vision 


LONDON, March 4.—(1.25 a.m.)—A despatch to the Havas 
agency from Athens says that a mist prevented the ascertainment of 
the extent of the damage done by the warships in their bombardment 
of the inner forts of the Dardanelles yesterday. A destroyer which 
passed the town of Dardanelles, according to the correspondent, 
reported that it had been evacuated. 


British Admiralty Report “ 


LONDON, March 4.—(11.25 a.m.)—The admiralty late last 
night issued the following report regarding the bombardment of the 
Turkish forts by the Anglo-French fleet: 

“The operations in the Dardanelles were resumed at 10 o’clock 
Monday morning, when the British ships Ocean and Albion entered 
the straits and attacked Fort No. 8 and the batteries at White Cliffe. 
The fire was returned by the forts and also by howitzers. 2 

‘‘An air reconnaissance made by naval aeroplanes in the even- 
ing brought the report that several new gun positions had-been pre- 
pared by the enemy, but that no guns were erected in them. The 
aeroplanes also located surface mines. 

‘During Monday .night a force of mine sweepers covered by 
destroyers, swept within a mile and a half of Cape Kephez, and 
their work, which was carried out under fire, was’ reported to have 
been excellent. The casualties sustained during the day were 
slight, amounting to only six wounded. 

“Four of the French battleships operated off Bulair and bom- 
barded the batteries and communications. 

“The operations at the entrance of the straits, already reported, 
have resulted in the destruction of 19 guns, ranging from six to 11- 
inch; 11 guns below six inches; four Nordenael and two search- 
lights. The magazine of forts 6 and 3’also have been demolished. 

‘‘A further report received states that on Tuesday the Canopus, 
Swiftsure and Cornwallis engaged Fort No. 8 A heavy fire was 
‘opened on them by Fort No. 9 with field batteries and Fort No. 9 
was damaged and ceased firing about 1.15 in the afternoon. 

“Seaplane reconnaissance w4s impossible owing to the-weather; 
the mine sweeping operations were continued throughout the day. 
The attack progresses. 

“The Russian cruiser Askold has joined the allied fleet off the 
Dardanelles.’”’

The live stock dep artment of tha 
Farmers’ Co-operative levator Com- 
est ab- 
lished a little more than a year ago, 
will do a business this year in excess 
of $1,000,000, according to the esti- 
miate of the official’ in charge of the 
department. It ran ahead of the 
half million mark in the first year of 
its existence, and last week did a 
business in hogs alone in excess of 
$20,000, or at the rate of $85,000 per 
month. It is the most profitable 
branch of the co-operative scheme of 
the organized farmers of the proy- 
ince. 

“The high price of feed is a temp- 
tation to the farmers to put their 
breeding stock on the market,’’ said 
this official. “I am urging my friends 
to hold on to their breeding stock, 
hecause I believe that the price - of 
pork next fall will break all records. 
Just as soon as the European mar- 
ket opens up, the demand will go 
far in excess of the supply, and the 
farmer who is in shape to ¢arry over 
his breeding stock so that he will 
have pork for sale will get a price 
that will justify him for his trouble,”’

The question leaves one against as blank a wall as does the 
speech from the throne. As usual, it is as tame as eating egg with- 
out salt.

Isu’t 
that rather nicely explained by himself when you read between the 
lines in this excerpt which I will take from the speech frum the 
throne, and upon which I’II leave yo. to cogitate:— 

‘I am pleased to say that the people of Alberta, as a whole, 
have shown a serious desire to assume the responsibilities and en- 
dure the necessary hardships consequent upon a state of war. 
While many lines of business are being profitably carried on, more 
particularly those sonnected with agriculture and stock raising, 
there is of necessity a great decline in the amount of public work, 
municipal, Government and railroad, that depend upon borrowed 
capital, and during the coming season it will be necessary for the 
people of Alberta in common with all the western provinces, to pur- 
gue a course of rigid economy and to make such re-arrangements of 
their business connections as will enable them to take advantage of 
the prosperity in the lines where prosperity is possible and to ex- 
efcise their courage and patience in connection with those lines of 
employment which have been rendered impossible by the present 
state of aftedre -

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in Surope,,and it is said to be the im- 
mediate cause of the greatest: war in 
the history of the world. We ask 
ourselves, what has she done. Aus- 
tria says Servia is responsible . for 
the political upheavals in Southern 
Austria, and for the Balkan bitter- 
ness, which, culminated in the assass- 
ination of Anchduke Ferdinand of 
Austria in June, 1914. Austria says _ 
she .was forced to proceed against 
Servia or resign her position among 
the powers, and perhaps sec her 
soutkern provinces rise in rebellion. 
Austria however failed to produce 
any evidence to prove this charge, 
and the world believes it was, a 
mere pretext. Why should Servia, 
who was in a state of exhaustion, 
from war, wish to bring on such a - 
struggle? Austria has always oppos- 
ed Servia, who has gained her inde- 
pendence, and is consolidating her 
states so that she will be able to 
successfully resist Austria’s endeavor 
to extend her dominion southward 
and gain control of the Agean sea 
coast. The policy of the Greek Em 
perors had played one Balkan state 
against another, aided by the jeal- 
ousy of the leaders. This policy 
was continued until the Greek Emr 
pire began to decay, and Ottoman 
invasion became a menace, and Ser- 
via, under Stephen Dusan, reached 
the height of her power. . Hera “ fol- 
towed a description of the conquer- 
ing of Macedonia and Bulgaria, and 
the getting to the gates of Constan- 
tinople, when the great leader died. 
From now on Servia began to decay, 
losing most of her possessions and 


‘| finally were routed by the Turks at 


Adrianople. A few years later the 
states combined and met the Turks- 
at Kassova, the result being disas- 
trous, and proving the Waterloo of 
Balkan States freedom, who became 
subjects of Turkey for the following 
five centuries. Joseph II., Emperor 
of Austria, undertook to free Ser 
via, but ke died before he could ac- 
complish the task, and attention was 
attracted to the French Revolution, 
leaving Servia to work out her own 
salvation. Her chance came when 
Turkey was having trouble with her 
Janissaries, who killed all tke Ser- 
vian leaders they could, fearing they 
would be used against them by Tur- 
key to quell the rebellion. The sur- 
viving Servians, filled with a desire 
for vengeance, fled to the moun- 
tains and selected Kara George or 
Black George as their leader. This 
man, while fleeing from the Janis- 
saries, shot his own father rather 
than let him fall into the hands of 
the enemy. He was not qa loved lead- 
er, owing to his violent temper- 
ament, and reminded his followers of 
this fact, but they would have no 
one else, and events proved that it 
was to this man that Servia owed 
her independence, which was recog- 
nized by Russia, who in 1826 de 
manded the withdrawal of the Turks. 
The Russia-Turko war followed, end- 
ing in autonomy for Servia. By the 
treaty of Paris in 1856 this auton- 
omy was further guaranteed by the 
European powers. Under the rule of 
Michael Obrenovie the Turkish land 
ownens were bought out by the state 
and redistributed among the people, 
except forest and pasture lands, 
which were kept by the state as 
permanent property and loaned to the 
people on payment of a small fee. 
Following on Servia's independenco, 
Austria did all in her power to hamr 
per the nation, her reasons being 
that she desired expansion to the

it to the property owners to pay 
for it out of the general tax. The 
Mayor, in this matter, he conceived,

Commissioner Stephenson said he 
had put the ‘facts before the 1914 
Council at the June meeting, which 
first reversed thn local improvement 
procedure.
